The  summer  radishes  are, 
in  contrast  to  the  spring 
varieties,  adapted  for  summer  sowing  even  where  the  weather 
is  quite  warm.  Make  succession  sowings  to  provide  a continu- 
ous supply  of  roots.  Begin  sowing  in  May  and  make  the  suc- 
cession plantings  1 or  2 weeks  apart  until  August  15.  Where 
the  weather  is  extremely  hot  during  the  summer,  sowings  should 
be  delayed  until  3 to  4 weeks  before  the  cool  fall  weather  sets  in.
